The three mer 
were discharged by the court, but were 
immediately arrested by Federal agents 
on charges of conspiracy sworn to by 
Chief Flynn of the Secret Service. 

Fay and Scholz were brought to 
New York in custody of the Federat 
officers. They will be afraigned later 
before United States Commissioner 
Houghton on the complaint sworn to by 
Chief Flynn. The complaint charges 
that the three, in conjunction with. Dr. 
Herbert Kienzle, held in $25,000 bail yés- 
terday, and Max Breitung, still at lib- 
erty, conspired. to commit an offense 
against the United States. 

It was sata that fay, who in his con- 
fession claimed to be the head of the 
conspiracy, had spent $30,000 in six months 
on his experiments with explosives in- 
tended to wreck steamships carrying 
munitions to the allies. A mass of Ger- 
man ‘correspondence seized among the 
effects of Fay and Scholz is being 
translated. It was said other arrests 
‘Yuay be made of men now operating in 
Ehiladelphia, Baltimore and other east- 
ern cities. 

*Fay confessed that while on the bat- 
tlefield he talked with his superior of- 
fers about a device to disable ships, 
that later his idea of coming to Amer- 
ica and carrying his scheme through Was 
well received by the German secret 
service, that he came well enough sup- 
lied with money to act on his own 
1esponsibility and that he talked with 
Capt. von Papen, mitttary attache, and 
Capt, K. Box- Ed, naval attache of the 
German embassy, about the plan, but 
they had refused to have anything to 
dc with it. 

Chief Flynn stated that Paul Siebs, 
formerly of the German army, had be- 
come a Government witness. 

Seholz in a statement gave to. Fay 
all the credit for the idea of the ex- 
pioding devices to be attached to ships. 
He said that only an empty mine was 
ever actually used. Scholz said he came 
here four years ago from Cologne, where 
he studied architecture and civil en- 
gineering. It was while working on 2 
Yarm at Waterford last April that he 
received, he said, a request from Fay 
to come to this city.

“Fay wanted me to work for him and 
said he would give me $23 a week,“

port. It took us 10 minutes to do it. 
All the explosives we had would not 
explode in their present condition.

IN BORDER FIGHT 


President of Rio Grande Valley 
Road Tells of Fray With 
Mexican’ Robbers. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Oct. 2%.—Sam 
Robertson, president of the San Benito 
& Rio Grande Valley Railroad, told to- 


day how he fought twice with Mexican 
robbers, 18 miles east of San Benito, 
yesterday afternoon, the first time alone 
and the second with the assistance Jf 
a i4-year-old Mexican boy, who han- 
dled the rifles. 

Robertson reached San Benito at 5:30 
o’clock this morning with a bullet hole 
through the shoulder of his coat and 
with the heel of one shoe shot off. 
Several weeks ago he was attack 
by bandits near San Benito and a hole 
was shot through his hat. Robertson 
said that at 3:15 p. m. yesterday he was 
near San Pedro Ranch, east of San 
Benito, traveling in an automobile with 
a load of hardware for a hotel which 
is being constructed ,on the gulf coast. 
Robertson lost some of the hardware 
and, leaving the automobile near the 
roadside, started back to find the pack- 
ages. 

Finds Five Mexicans Near Auto. 
Returning to the automopile he dis- 
covered five Mexicans there. They 
opened fire on him and he returned the 
fire from behind a tree. Robertson saw 
one man fall and after he had driven 
the Mexicans away, found three pools 
of blood. The wounded men had been 
taken away. 

Robertson then set out afoot through 
the brush to look for a telephone re- 
cently strung on trees in that vicinity. 
He met A Mexican boy to whom he 
gave his rifle, while he kept his pump 
gun. Suddenly the boy turned and said: 
“Look out!“ Robertson looked back 
and saw several Mexicans, how many 
he could not say. He began firing and 
with the assistance of the boy succeeded 
in getting the best of the situation. The 
Mexicans again -retired. 

It was in the second fight that Rob 
ertson was shot in the coat and lost 
the heel of his shoe. Reaching a tele- 
phone, he found it working badly, San 
Benito hearing only that he had been u 
trouble. Troops were sent out in auto- 
mobiles, some of these returning last 
night and some this morning, all with- 
out finding any Mexicans.

A 
tian who was arrested with her was 
released at once, but Allender held her 
rending a further inquiry into Row- 
don’s associations with women, for the 
Hartman girl was by no means the 
cnly one in whom he was interested. 

Detectives talked today .with a for- 
mer waitress, now married, who told 
them the names of some of “Arkan- 
saw’s’® girl acquaintances, and repeated 
remarks she had heard him make to 
tnem. These remarks were to the effect 
that somebody was after“ him; that he 
always kept a loaded revolver; and that 
some day they might hear of his being 
kidnaped. He told of wishing to sell a 
house he owned in Webster Groves, the 
woman said, because his fear of kid- 
paping did not permit him to live there. 
He said he stayed there one night, and 
that it was like a lifetime.“ 

Because of these utterances, some f 
the detectives working on the case 
think Rowden had a reason for his fear 
of pursuit, beyond any mere story which 
a girl may have told him. They be- 
lieve, also, that the number of his 
wounds—he was struck on the head 13 
times with a hatchet or similar wea- 
pon—does not agree with the theory uf 
murder for the sole purpose of robbery. 
Robbers, unless frenzied by drink, or dy 
a resistance such as Rowden does not 
appear td have made, would not have 
treated the body.in such a fashion, the 
detectives think. 

Oktahoma Career Investigated. 

Inquiry is being made into Rowden’s 
early career in Oklahoma, where he was 
an officeholder under the territorial 
regime. There have been reports that 
Rowden was involved in some feud ce- 
sulting from a land claim there. 

On the other hand, it is known that 
Rowden was careless, even reckless, 
about displaying sums of money in the 
neighborhood where he lived, and that 
his closest friend, John W. Terrill of 
Vienna, Mo., and others, warned him 
against this, practice and urged him 10 
live elsewhere. 

_ Rowden's practice of covering his win- 
dows with ‘stained paper, and of nailing 
the windows, pointed to definite fears. 


The detectives have not been able to 
agree as to how the person or persons 
who killed Rowdén got into the house, 
but orfe theory is that entrance was ob- 
tained by a key, as the doors were found 
locked. Inquiry is being made to iearn 
whe might have had, or might have ob- 
tained, a key to the place.

Pledges of a large sum toward the 


$100,000 national conventions fund are ex- 
pected at the meeting of the National 


Conventions Association at the Mercan- 
tile Club tonight to forward plans for 
getting one or both of the national con- 
ventions for St. Louis next year. 

The members of all civic and business 
organizations: of St. Louis, the bank- 
ers, business men, political leaders, pub- 
Ushers and leaders in manufacture and 
distribution, have been invited to at- 
tend the meeting by Edward Hidden, 
temporary chairman of the organiza- 
tion. 

The idea of getting at least one of the 
big: conventions for St. Louis: has been 
received with general enthusiasm. 
Chairman Hidden is eager to have the 
$100,000 fund fully subscribed as soon 
as possible, so that the organization can 
turn its attention to the political work 
necessary to influence the national com- 
mittees to select St. Louis. 

Frank T. Gladney, a lawyer, has been 
invited. to speak at the meeting tonight 
on the political, advertising and business 
advantages of a national convention. 
The Republican leaders are all eager to 
have the Republican convention, believ- 
ing that the interest that would be 
aroused by the presence of the national 
leaders in St. Louis would aid them in 
carrying the State at the election in 
November, 1916. The Democrats like- 
wise are eager, to have the ‘convention 
because of the partisan advantage that 
would result to them. 

18,0% to 25.090 Visitors. 

National conventions draw crowds of 
15,000 to 26,000 visitors to the convention 
city, including delegates from every 
state and territory in the union, and all 
the island possessions. The conventions 
lost from three days to a week and, in 
the event of a deadlock, some times 
longer. The Republican convention in 
Chicago in 1912 lasted an entire week, 
and the Democratic convention at Balti- 
‘more, with its preliminary meetings; 
lasted for 10 days. Every hotel in a city 
curing a national convention is filled, 
and many of the delegates and visitors 
are lodged in private homes or boarding 
houses. Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars are spent by the visitors. 


The advertising value is also great. 


All the newspapers and press associa- 
tions are represented at the ‘national 
conventions, and thousands of columns 
of news matter are sent out. The eyes 
of the entire country are upon the con- 


li vention city during the week of the con- 


vention.

sessions. The tickets are eagerly sought 
because a national convention is an in- 


j teresting spectacle. 


If St. Louis should win one of the con- 
ventions, it would be held in the Coli- 
seum. The delegates would be seated 
on the main floor of the Coliseum, fac- 
ing the speaker’s stand. All the main 
fioor not occupied by the delégates, al- 
ternates and special guests, would be al- 
lotted to the ticket holders. The seats in 
the balcony and gallery would all go to 
the ticket holders. 

Competition for Conventions. 

At least three cities—-8t. Louis, Chi- 
cago and San Franchsco, will be in the 
fight for the Republican. national con- 
vention.’ A certified check for at least 
$100,000 is considered. necessary as a 
financial iducement to get the conven- 
tion. The National Conventions Agssocia- 
tion. proposes to have the money sub- 
scribed and to take the certified check 
to Washington in December, when the 
Republican National Committee meets to 
determine when and where the conven- 
tion will be held. | 

But in addition to the certified check 
fh will be necessary to convince a ma- 
jority of the committeemen that the 
convention ought to be held in St. Louis. 
The city must be able to show ample ho- 


to demonstrate that St. Louis will be 


the most advantageous place for holding 
sither one or both of the conventions.
